Wholesalers of Florida, Georgia, 
South Carolina and Tennessee 
from March through December of 
last year sold 5,576,893 gallons of 
distilled spirits in the four States, 
according to a Census Bureau sur- 
vey made public by C. Parker 
Persons, Regional Director of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 

During the same 10-month pe- 
riod, wholesale sales of wines in 
the four States aggregated 887,898 
gallons, the survey showed. 

Distilled spirits sales included 
2,077,481 gallons im Florida, 1,385,- 
268 in Georgia, 1,083,204 in South 
Carolina, and 1,030,940 in Tennes- 
see. 

Wine sales were 468,780 gallons 
in Florida, Tennessee, 189,537, 
Georgia, 127,022, and South Caro- 
lina, 102,559. 

In Florida, an average of 21 
wholesalers of distilled spirits par- 
ticipated monthly in the survey, 
16 in Georgia, 10 in Tenne see, 
and five in South Carolina. Re- 
porting in the wine survey were 
an average of 20 Florida firms, 
eight in Georgia, 10 in Tennessee, 
and four in South Carolina. 

In December, distilled spirits 
sales in Florida were nine percent 
below those of the corresponding 
month in 1947 and 19 percent off 
in Tennessee. In Georgia, how- 
ever, they increased 17 percent 
and South Carolina experienced a 
20 percent gain. In Tennessee, 
wine sales were 43 percent greater, 
but in South Carolina they were 
32 percent lower, in Georgia they 
were three percent off, and in 
Florida they were unchanged.

We do not regard as sound economy 
anything which tends to drive good men 
out of the courts and from the Solicitor’s 
office. That comes under the head of be- 
ing penny wise and pound foolish.

These people have appealed to the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company for a 
line extension. But, according to the 
Sparta Ishmaelite, the chances are slim for 
this year. 


No doubt the phone company’s efforts 
to build the line will be spurred by the 
proposed bill in Washington that would 
offer farm telephone service though the 
Rural Electrification Administration plan.

Sen. George Controls ‘Fair Deal's Fate 


WASHINGTON—The man who chiefly is setting the hurdles for President Truman’s “Fair 
Deal” is one of those the late President Roosevelt tried to purge for hamstringing his “New Deal” 
—Sen. Walter Franklin George, of Georgia. The most crucial disclosure of the congressional ses- 
sion so far is that Southern Democrats who combined with Republicans to upset domestic legislative 
plans of Presidents Roosevelt and Truman over the past 12 years have ‘in no wise relinquished this 


balance of power. 

There is every indication that 14 or more 
Democratic Senators will oppose most of Mr. 
Truman’s economic program, and will prove 
enough along with the Republicans to change 
it materially or defeat it. And the Grand Mar- 
shal in this endeavor, both as to shaping issues 
and assembling votes, is Sen. George. 


His peculiar pre-eminence arises from a 
number of circumstances. First is his sen- 
iority. Initially seated in.1922, he is second 
only to Sen. McKellar, of Tennessee, in 
length of tenure. He is Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Finance and ex-Chair- 
man and ranking member of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. Particularly as to fis- 
cal matters, including the scope of foreign 
expenditures and their impact on the do- 
mestic economy, Sen. George’s mere titular 
position is powerful. 


But more important is the high regard in 
which he is held on both sides of the chamber 
and his personal relationships. Any poll of in- 
formed observers would be likely to place him 
as the ablest Democratic Senstor. His rare 
speeches are always well informed and, when 
aroused, he is oratorically brilliant. 


In picking his close personal associates, Sen. | 


George is completely disregardful of politics. 
He and Sen. Vandenberg have worked hand-in- 
glove as respects foreign relations, and he has 
agreed as often with Vandenberg, Taft and 
Millikin in framing tax legislation. He has 
worked just as closely with outstanding Senators 
of his own party, such as McKellar, Tydings, of 
Maryland, Byrd, of Virginia, Johnson, of Colo- 
rado, and the new Vice President and former 
floor leader, Barkley, of Kentucky. 


On the civil rights issue the front man among 
the Southern Democrats is Richard B. Russell, 


the other Georgia Senator. George and Russell 
appear to be completely harmonious. 

As to taxes it is significant that Sen. George 
did not follow the lead of other committee chair- 
men by asking an increased preponderance of 
Democrats on the Finance Committee. The di- 
vision in this group remains seven Democrats 
to six Republicans. All but three of the pres- 
ent 13 committeemen voted to override President 
Truman’s veto of the Republican tax-reduction 
bill last year. 


Sen. George has not only announced op- 
position to President Truman’s proposed $4,- 
000,000,000 tax increase, but he has said 
there should be no tax increase at all, at 

. least until the second session of the Eighty- 
first Congress, beginning next January. 


One of President Roosevelt’s main complaints 
against Sen. George was that he opposed the 
original wages and hours bill. Wherefore, it 
seems safe to assume that George and his South- 
ern cohorts will oppose the Truman proposal to 
increase the statutory minimum wage from the 
present 40 cents to an elastic range between 75 
cents and a dollar. A raise to 65 cents is the 
most Democratic leaders now are hoping for. 

Sen. George went all the way in support of 
the Republican Taft-Hartley law and he has in- 
dicated his opposition to any expensive new 
social experiments, such as governmentalized 
medicine, at least until the present extraordinary 
outlay for national defense and foreign relief 
is reduced. 

Unless the Republicans split up to a much 
greater extent than is presently indicated, Sen. 
Gcorge’s views are likely to be highly influ- 
ential in all of these matters. And since the 
Georgian comes up for re-election next year, 
President Truman can, if he pleases, emulate 
President Roosevelt by trying to purge him.

This is manifest now in labor’s uphill battle 
to repeal the Taft-Hartley Act, where it finds 
itself fighting almost alone on an issue in which 
its glection allies by circumstances, the farmers, 
are not at all interested. 

All around the Capitol there is talk of water- 

down various Truman social welfare objec- 
tives.. This includes expansion of social security 
coverage, which apparently is to be limited. It 
includes revision of the Wage-Hour Act, which 
it now appears will be limited to a flat increase 
from 40 cents an hour to 65 cents, perhaps grad- 
uated to 75 cents in two years, but without ex- 
tending coverage to others not now included. It 
includes housing legislation against which the 
real estate lobby again is operating. It includes 
the Truman health insurance program, chances 
for which are going glimmering under a cam- 
paign of misrepresentation by a doctor’s lobby 
that is one of the most. powerful and heavily 
financed of any ever seen here. Congressmen 
literally wilt under such a barrage because of the 
political power of doctors in their home com- 
munities. 

In all these matters those who spoke so 
bravely for the people in October suddenly have 
become tongue-tied and timid in Congress.

A Sad Experience With Gen. Washington 


Our man, Othman, drops down into one of the Government’s mustier cellars 


Editor’s Note: 


every Feb. 22 to see whether his facts still are true; then he digs the following dispatch from 
his files and takes the day off. Says it was a funny story the first time he wrote it and why 


try to improve it? 


WASHINGTON—Let us clean up the rest of the cherry pie, fellow patriots, and consider my an- 
nual tale of George Washington without a shirt. I have checked as usual at this time of year and 
regret to report that the Father of His Country looks as goose-pimply as ever with a sheet around his 
middle, a laurel wreath on his brow, and his bare toes sticking in the breeze. Only change is that 
“he’s a little dustier; all 10 feet and six inches of him, mostly naked, in white marble. 


Congress’ sorriest experience with the arts 
began in 1832 when the lawmakers slipped Hora- 
tio Greenough, the celebrated Boston sculptor, 
$5,000 to sculp a heroic statue of Washington to 
decorate the Capitol lawns. Horatio took the 
money to Florence, Italy, whence he emerged six 
years later with his 20-ton statue securely packed 
in a wooden box. 

Getting same to the seaport meant he had 
to chop down all the olive trees on the left side 
of the narrow road from Florence to Leghorn. 
This, plus some other incidental expense, cost 
the taxpayers $8,311.50 more. 


The engineers at the dock started to hoist 
the statue onto a boat. The rope broke. 
George Washington crashed through the hull 
and sank in the mud. The ship settled on 
top of him. Insurance took care of this, 
without cost to Congress. The U. 8. Navy, 
at expense borne by it, sent a battleship to 
Italy, where the sailots fished Washington 
from the muck. 


The ship docked in New York, but the rail- 
road tunnels between there and here weren’t big 
enough for him to squeeze through. The Navy 
took him then to New Orleans and forwarded 
him to Washington via devious routes without 
tunnels. The freight bill was a whopper. 

By now this artistic enterprise had cost 


$26,000 and some odd cents. Congress appro- ° 


priated $2,000 more for a base to hold the statue 
and the great day of the unveiling came on 
George’s birthday in 1841. The Navy Band 
tootled, the lawmakers made patriotic speeches, 


the Speaker of the House pulled the string—and 
good-gosh-amighty! 

There was George Washington twice as big as 
life, clad as a Roman Senator on the way to his 
bath. His chest muscles rippled in the sunlight; 
a wreath held down his curls. A marble sheet 
loosely draped around his middle, barely saved 
the proprieties. His toes, the big ones, were 
encircled with thongs to keep his Roman sandals 
from falling off. 


A horrified gasp rose over Capitol Hill. 
Congress decided, after weeks of bitter de- 
bate, to dynamite its statue, only to discover 
a law already 50 years old, which made it 
illegal for the Government to destroy any 
of its works of art. The statesmen had 
bought a statue sight unseen and they were 
stuck with it. They vowed they didn’t have 
to look at it. 


They built a wooden shed (cost $1,600) to 
hide their statue. Then they argued some more. 
Year after year they battled, while tourists won- 
dered what was inside the mysterious structure 
on the south lawn. By 1908 the lawmakers were 
so mortified and the shed so weatherbeaten that 
they appropriated a final $5,000. 

This was for tearing down the lumber and 
hauling the seminaked Washington—in the dead 
of night—to the Smithsonian Institution. There 
you will find him in the cellar of the main 
building, behind a row of antique printing 
presses. Not hidden, as I reported the first time 
I wrote this dispatch many years ago. The man- 
agement is touchy on this point.

Revival of the Right of Self-Defense

ckets, have been the worst lynching force 
lacker than that of the Ku Klux Klan. And 


there is no union of the CIO with a worse record than that of Philip Murray’s own steel workers 
which, in its organizing days, went marauding over Ohio and Illindis and only recently revived its 
old practice of overturning the automobiles of good citizens on their way to work. 


The principle, always inherent in law but 
long dormant, is now revived that a law-abid- 
ing citizen maz kill a picket if he is attacked and 
reasonably fears that he may be seriously injured 
and the police refuse to protect him. The picket 
never has any lawful excuse to shoot the law- 
abiding citizen. 

Frank W. Edwards, of Waterloo, Iowa, who 
defended Fred Lee Roberts against a charge of 
manslaughter and got him acquitted, has written 
some intimate facts of the case at my request. 


Roberts, a Negro, about 50 years old, 
weight 150 pounds, father of 13 children, 
maintaining a home for the nine younger 
ones, had a record of 28 years of employment 
in two jobs and a respectable reputation. 
As a member of the Packing House Workers 
of the CIO he obeyed a call .to strike, but 
finally returned to work to feed his family. 
Two other Negro strikers threatened to beat 
his head off with a club. 


“The pickets had a loud speaker,” Mr. Ed- 
wards writes, “and over the speaker they called 
those who were working scabs, yellow-bellied 
rats and skunks. Roberts went quietly about his 
business. His car was parked on the company 
lot and he found the air let out of his tires. 
The loud speaker taunted him and he had to 
walk several blocks to get the tires inflated. 
They loosened the bolts on a wheel of his 1931 
Ford and when he got about two miles out he 
thought he had a flat, but found the wheel nearly 
off. It might have wrecked his car and injured 
him. Pickets approached him as he was leav- 
ing the plant and told him ‘this is your last warn- 
ing.’ The next day he put an Army .45 on the 
floor between the two front seats. 

“On the 19th of May, 1948, some’ men had 
come down from another State and told the local 
union they were conducting this strike like a 
Sunday school party and must get rough. There 
was liquor present and all day there was riot- 
ing. The assistant chief of policé had been tram- 
pled and the police had abandoned ‘efforts to 
get anyone in or out of the plant. All this was 
unknown to Roberts, who lives 20 miles away. 
He found the lower gate barricaded and the 
crowd hostile. He went to the upper gate. The 
— Was unusually hostile but he drove on. 

he noticed that the gate was locked. A 
erowd barred his entrance and no police near. 


The mob surrounded his car and began to rock 
it. They lifted it _— let it drop and shouted: 
‘Tip this jig over,’ him,’ ‘Kill the black —, 
‘Kill the jig.’ 

“Fearing that they meant to tip over his car 
and kill him he brandished the pistol. The mob 
receded but when he put it down and started 
away they surrounded him again and said ‘Tip 
him over,’ ‘Kill him’.” 

Mr. Edwards here elaborated a claim that 
Roberts did not shoot to kill, although he based 
his defense on a claim that a man attacked has 
a right to use adequate means to defend himself. 

Roberts fired and the mob scattered and got 
away. 

“A policeman jumped on the running board 
and told him to get away quick,” Mr. Edwards 
continued. “When he had gone a block and a 
half they got him in a police car and took his 
gun and took him to the police station. When 
all this rocking his car and threats to kill him 
were going on not a single policeman come to 
his rescue, although ten or,a dozen were within 
100 feet. The evidence showed the deceased (a 
picket named Chuck Farrell) was getting into 
the car by the right front door when the shot 
was fired. 


“Our court has held that the legality of 
the possession of the weapon at the time of 
the killing is immaterial. It has also been 
held that when a man is in his car it is his 
home and he need not retreat before defend- 
ing himself if attacked. He must have rea- 
son to fear that his life and property are 
in danger. 


“Soon after the shooting the mob tore down 
the iron fence and turned over cars and broke 
windghields and damaged 12 to 15 cars. Those 
who were in the plant were afraid to come out 
until morning when the National- Guard came. 
The Sheriff made one request of Gov. Blue and 
he ordered the Guard here immediately. The 
CIO defeated Gov. Blue in the primary for his 
part in the matter.” : 

This being the law as of now, the rights and 
dignity of American citizenship are appreciably 


revived. Henceforth the good citizen under -

. Aside from his talent, which is considerable, he is held news- 

worthy today mainly because he has been granted permission to 


take what in this aerial age is a short trip, and to a country with 
which his own country has diplomatic relations. 


Yet this is hailed as a feat of 
some proportions, and the routine 
letter-head committeemen have 
been lined up, dusted off and made 
ready to receive him. | 

Seems to me that if the world) 
were at least half civilized the 
chief news that Shostakovich could 
— would be to write another 

it. 

Instead, he has become a pitiable 
pawn. 


He was forced to recant not 
words nor deeds but a melody, 
because that melody “smelled 
strongly of the spirit of the 
modern bourgeois music of Eu- 
rope and America.” That Was 
the judgment of his commissars 
—perhaps illiterate men. He fe- 
canted, either out of fear of 
prison or the threat to his fam- 
ily, prestige or considerable 
earning power. 


Now he is news because he, who 
in the enlightened 20th century 
should be able to go where he 
pleases, has been okayed as “safe” 
to travel. Unlike the iron curtain 
athletes who stayed in London last 
Summer after the Olympic games 
ended, Shostakovich can be de- 
pended upon to return. 

That apparently has been at- 
tended to in advance. 

Hats are being thrown in the air 
not because an acknowledged mas- 
ter ig coming to this country, per- 
haps to conduct one of his crea- 
tions, but because the man him- 
self has been permitted to engage 
in the simple act of travel. 

The earth below his plane will 
not change colors like a map. 
There will be no discernible boun- 
daries. Yet his passage over this 
river, that mountain, this ocean, 
that plain will be a historic trek— 
for the terrible complex reason 
that he will not be fleeing in his 
flight.

a Bronx inventor, superbly named 
Harold I. Machinist, telling me of 
an electronic brainchild which he 
says will purify contaminated 
water.

SEEK TRAINED PERSONNEL 


Along with the development of the livestock industry in Geor- 
gia, there arrives the need for trained personnel to take care of it. 
As has often been suggested in these columns, thre is an ever- 
growing demand for herdsmen and herd managers to select, breed 


and feed the growing purebred herds. 


vidual enterprise depends to a 
great extent on the wisdom and 
effort of the herdsman. 

As the herds grow, there is 
an increased membership in the 
various livestock associations 
and this calls for trained men to 
encourage and develop. these 
associations into effective work- 
ing units. Here, technical infor- 
mation is not so much needed as 
is business and organization 
knowledge. The agricultural col- 
leges and extension service and 
vocational teachers can furnish 
much of the technical informa- 
tion and aid but this does not 
include the knowledge of how to 
finance and administer the asso- 
ciations themStlves. This _ is 
quite some job. It requires some 
knowledge of the breed in- 
volved, but the main require- 
ment is for men who are gifted 
in organization work, and in the 
raising of money without caus- 
ing too much pain.

BBRLIN—(AP)—American 
and British planes soared into 
Berlin at 90-second intervals 
yesterday with a new airlift 
record. 

In a 24-hour period ended at 
noon, the big sky freighters 
carried almost as much food 
and fuel to the city as it used 
to receive by train before the 
Russian blockade. 

The new record was 7,513 
tons, 526 tons better than the 
previous high set on U. S. Air 
Force Day Sept. 18.

That takeout doubles of ong 
in a suit should occasionally be 
left in for profit is an idea that 
the average player is quick to 
grasp. In fact, it may be that 
he is somewhat too quick to 
grasp it, for there is a tendency 
on the part of some to leave in 
the double merely because there 
appears no convenient takeout. 


Such practice is highly repre- | 


hensible. 
_ When partner makes takeout 
double of one of a suit, his hand 
is more or less unlimited and it 
is depriving him of his franchise 
to pass and let the opponent 
play the one contract doubled, 
just because doubler’s partner 
happens to be frightened. To put 
it in another way one should 
never leave in a takeout double 
out of fright, though it is per- 
missable. to do so from motives 
of greed 

A distinction is to be noted 
between doubles of one of a suit 
and doubles of one no trump. 
As a general proposition, severe 
damage will not be inflicted 
upon the suit bidder at this low 
level because the power of the 
ruff will permit him to take a 
t¥ick or two with low cards. But 
at no trump, where the bidder 
is subject to attack from all four 
directions, heavy penalties can 
be inflicted even at the low lev- 
el of the opening bid. Which 
leads us to this general con- 
clusion: 

Doubles of one no trump 
should be left in unless, the 
hand is completely unsuitable 
to defensive play, in which case 
doubler’s partner should bid his 
long suit. With a holding of six 
points the double should be left 
in. The arithmetic of the situ- 
ation is relatively simple. The 
player who makes an immediate 
double of 1 NT should have a 
hand presumably as good as the 
opening bidder’s, that is to say 
about 16 points. If doubler’s 
partner has six, almost the en- 
tire pack is accounted fer and
